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PREFACE 



A FULL statement of the circumstances which have led to 
this publication, and of the precise purpose for which it 
is designed, will be found in the I^jport of the Committee 
of the General Assembly on t'-^ids t6 Bevotion," as given 
in the Appendix. 

Meanwhile, it is scarcely necessary to premise, that 
no innovation whatever is contemplated on the long- 
established usages of the Church of Scotland, which, as 
is well known, are altogether opposed to the employ- 
ment of any kind of Litiu-gy by her Ministers. The 
Fermi of Social Worship contained in this volume are not 
intended for the use of Ministers in conducting the ordi- 
nary services of the Church, but simply as aids to the 
exercise of Social Worship, according to the manner of 
the Church of Scotland, by Soldiers, Sailors, Colonists, 
Sojourners in India or in foreign countries, who are 
deprived of the regular services of a Christian Ministry ; 
and also by the inhabitants of remote and secluded dis- 
tricts of Scotland, who, being far removed fi-om their 
churches, or separated from them by friths or arms of the 
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sea, are frequently excluded from the ordinauces of the 
sanctuary. 

With this view, the Committee of the (General Assembly 
above referred to, have prepared Five Morning and Five 
Evening Services, together with a variety of Special and 
Occasional Prayers. And the General Assembly of 1858, 
to which they were submitted, was pleased to allow 
the publication of them, at the discretion and with the 
authority of the CJommittee, and to approve of a sug- 
gestion that, in the event of their being published, a few 
Family Prayers for General Use should be added to them. 

In terms of this deliverance of the General Assembly, 
the Prayers, after careful revision, are now published, with 
the addition of Family Prayers for the mornings and 
evenings of two weeks, and for Sacramental and other 
special occasions, so as to render the Collection more 
generally acceptable and useful to all classes of Presby- 
terians, whether at home or abroad. 

The Ten Forms of Social Worship contained in this 
collection have been chiefly compiled from the devotional 
writings of Calvin, Knox, and other Reformers, from the 
Westminster Directory for Public Worship, and from the 
Prayers of Richard Baxter and Henry Smith, as indicated 
in Appendix II. In preparing the Prayers for Family 
Worship, and also the Special and Occasional Prayers, the 
Committee have to some extent availed themselves of 
materials already existing, both ancient and modern. The 
alterations, however, that have been made upon these 
Prayers, in the course of revision by the several members 
of the Committee, are so great and so numerous, that in 
most cases it is now impossible to trace the portions 
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whioh have been selected, to their respectiye sources, or 
to distinguish them from those whioh are original. 

It is proper to add that the General Assembly, while 
unanimously allowing the publication of this volume, were 
not asked (as will be seen from the Report of the Com- 
mittee) to give any express sanction to the Forms of 
Worship contained in it. It was thought desirable that, 
before receiving any final imprimatur from the Supreme 
Ecclesiastical Court, the Prayers should, in the first place, 
be published by the Committee, and be thus subject to 
such further revision and amendment, as experience of 
them, when in actual use, may suggest. 

At the same time, if these Prayers are calculated in any 
measure to supply the felt wants of Presbyterians " scat- 
tered abroad,** there seems no reason to doubt that the 
circumstance of their being carefully prepared, minutely 
revised, and deliberately issued, by a large and influen- 
tial Committee of the General Assembly of the Scottish 
National Church, will of itself be sufficient to recommend 
them to those for whose use and advantage they are de- 
signed.

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FIRST MORNING SERVICE, 



The Service may begin with singing a Psalm. 

Let us pray, . 

A LMIGHTY and most merciful Father, we come 
xjL before Thee in the name of lliy beloved Son, 
whom Thou hast given as an offering for our sins, 
and for whose sake we are persuaded that Thou wilt 
not deny us any good thing. Be pleased to lift up 
our thoughts and affections towards Thee. And be- 
cause we have need continually to crave many things 
at Thy hands, grant us the aid and guidance of Thy 
Holy Spirit, that we may ask such things as shall 
please Thee, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 

TEULY, Lord, we are not worthy to come into 
Thy holy presence, by reason of our manifold sins and 
wickedness ; much less to receive any graxje or mercy 
from Thee. For we have sinned against Thee, 
Lord ; we have offended Thy holy Majesty. We were 
conceived in sin^and bom in iniquity. And all the 
days of our life have we continued tofollbw the evil 
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desires of our carnal nature, instead of serving Thee, 
our God, with that earnest care and diUgence which 
become us. Therefore, if Thou shouldst enter into 
judgment with us, and deal with us according to the 
rigour of Thy justice, good reason shouldst Thou have 
to punish us, not only in these our mortal bodies, but 
both in body and soul eternally. 

But yet,. Lord, as we confess our transgressions, 
and the justice of that sentence which at Thy hands 
we have incurred, so also do we acknowledge Thee to 
be a merciful God and a loving Father to all them 
that imfeignedly turn unto Thee. Wherefore, we 
most humbly beseech Thee, for Christ's sake, to for- 
give all our offences. Impute not imto us the sins of 
our youth, neither reckon with us for the iniquities 
of our riper years ; but as Thou hast ever shown Thy- 
seK merciful to all that have truly called upon Thee, 
so do Thou show the like mercy and favour unto us, 
Thy poor servants. 

Endue us, God, with such a true sense of sin, 
that we may pour forth before Thee the unfeigned 
sighs of broken and contrite spirits. Inflame our 
hearts with such a zeal for Thy glory, that our con- 
stant study and labour may be to serve and worship 
Thee in spirit and in truth. And to this end we 
beseech Thee to deliver us from all that may in any 
wise hinder us in Thy service ; but specially from the 
crafts of the devil, the snares of the world, and the 
evil desires and affections of the flesh. Make Thy 
Holy Spirit, also, to take such full possession of our 
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hearts, and so to dwell therein, that not only all tli& 
actions of our lives, but all the words of our mouths, 
and all the thoughts and purposes of our minds, may 
be wholly ruled and guided by His power. And 
grant that all our time in this world may be so spent 
in Thy true fear and service, that we may at last end 
our lives in Thy favour, and in the hallowing of Thy 
blessed name, through Jesus Christ our Lord, to whom, 
with Thee, Father, and with the Holy Ghost, be all 
honour and glory, both now and for ever. — ^Amen. 

OUR Father which art in heaven, Hallowed be Thy 
name.

revelation and knowledge of Thy Holy Word; for 
helping and succouring us in all our necessities; for 
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saving us from dangers of body and soul ; for cq|^- 
forting us with Thy fatherly pity in our tribulations ; 
for sparing us so long, and giving us so laige a time 
of repentance. 

These benefits, most merciful Father, we acknow- 
ledge ourselves to have received of Thy goodness 
alone. And we beseech Thee, for Thy dear Son's 
sake, to grant us always Thy Holy Spirit, whereby 
we may continually grow in thankfulness towards 
Thee. By His grace also may we be led into all 
truth; comfortedTaUouradvLities; strengthened 
in our faith ; and animated with a more fervent love 
to Thee, and to our neighbours, for Thy sake. Suffer 
us not any more to receive Thy Word in vain ; but 
grant us at all times Thy gracious aid, that in thought, 
word, and deed, we may glorify Thy name. 

Let us not lack anything, Father, without which 
we cannot serve Thee ; but do Thou so bless all the 
works of our hands that we may not be chargeable, 
but rather helpful to others. And whatsoever in 
Thy providence Thou sendest, teach us to be heartily 
content with Thy goodwill and pleasure. 

Be ever merciful, Lord, to our offences. And 
seeing our debt is great, which Thou hast forgiven us 
in Jesus Christ, do Thou make us to love Thee and 
our brethren so much the more. 

Be Thou our leader and defender in all tempta- 
tions ; and hold Thou us by Thy merciful hand, that 
we, being delivered from all evils, may end our lives 
in the sanctifying and honouring of Thy holy name, 
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through Jesus Christ, our Lord and only Saviour.

Here may be introduced any special Petitions or Thanksgivings 
that may be thought seasonable, whether extemporaneous or from 
the Occasional Prayen, 

Then, after singing a Psalm, may follow a Sermon or Exposi- 
tion. But in the event of there being no volume of Sermons, or 
approved Commentary, to which the persons, who use these Forms 
as a substitute for the services of a Minister, may have recourse, 
it is suggested that one of our Lord's discourses, or the whole 
of one of the Apostolic Epistles, or some other large portion of 
Holy Scripture, may be here read for the edification of the 
worshippers. 



Let us pray, 

ALMIGHTY and most merciful Father, we hum- 
bly beseech Thee, that this seed of Thy Word, 
now sown among us, may take such root within us, 
that neither the burning heat of tribulation may 
cause it to wither, nor the thorny cares of this life 
may choke it; but that, as seed sown in good ground, 
it may bring forth fruit abundantly to Thy praise. 
And seeing that we, by reason of our infirmity, are 
able to do nothing without Thy help, and that Thou 
knowest with how many and how great temptations 
we are on every side encompassed, we pray that Thy 
strength may sustain our weakness, and Thy grace 
defend us from all assaults of evil. Strengthen our 
faith, merciful Father, that we may not swerve at 
any time from Thy heavenly Word. Increase in us

also hope and love, with an earnest desire to ke^ 
Thy commandments. And sufifer no hardness of 
heart, no hypocrisy, no evil aflfections, no entice- 
ments of the world, to draw us away from obedience

Give us grace also, whereby we maybe enabled not 
only to love Thee the Lord our (rod, with all our heart 
and soul and mind, but also to love our neighbour 
as ourselves. Teach us to be of one mind, to be piti- 
ful, to be courteous ; to follow after the things which 
make for peace, and things whereby one may edify 
another. And all things whatsoever we would that 
men should do imto us, help us to do even so to 
them. 

LORD, who hast taught us to make our prayers 
and supplications for all men ; we beseech Thee to 
lead all such as are yet ignorant, from the miserable 
captivity of blindness and error, to the pure under- 
standing of Thy heavenly truth ; that they and we, 
with one consent and unity of mind, may worship 
and serve Thee, our only God and Saviour.

that men shall be blessed in Jesus, and all nations • 
shall call Him blessed. 

Give grace, we pray ITiee, to all pastors and minis- 
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ters, to whom Thou has committed the dispensation of 
Thy Holy Word; that both in lifeand doctrine they may 
be foimd faithjpal, setting only before their eyes Thy 
glory ; and that by them all poor sheep that go astray, 
may be gathered and brought home to Thy fold. 

God, who hsist the hearts of rulers in Thy hands, we 
beseech Thee to direct and govern all kings, princes, 
and magistrates, to whom thou hast committed tem- 
poral power, so that they may ever rule in Thy fear. 

Especially do we beseech Thee thus to bless our 
Sovereign Lady, Queen Victoria. Let Thy fatherly 
favour ever preserve her, and Thy Holy Spirit govern 
her heart; and may she in such wise execute her 
office, that religion may be purely maintained, man- 
ners reformed, and sin punished according to the rule 
of Thy Holy Word. Bless also the Prince Consort, 
Albert Prince of Wales, and aU the Eoyal Family. 
Plentifully bestow on them the bounties of Thy pro- 
vidence, and yet more enrich them with the treasures 
of Thy grace. 

May it please Thee, God, to defend and bless 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
with all its colonies and dependencies. And grant 
that the power and influence which Thou hast com- 
mitted to our nation, may be used not for ourselves 
alone, but for the promotion of Thy glory, and for 
the good of all mankind.

We beseech Thee also, heavenly Father, for all 
such as are in any way afflicted with war, plague, or 
famine ; with sickness, poverty, imprisonment, or 
any other kind of chaBtening. whether it be pain of 
body or imquietness of mind; that it may please 
Thee to give them patience, constancy, and submis- 
sion to Thy will, until Thou send them full deliver- 
ance from all their troubles. And most earnestly do

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we plead Vith Thee, Lord, for those that are nigh 
unto death; that by Thy grace Thou wouldst pre- 
pare them for their change, strengthening their faith 
and hope in the Eedeemer who hath brought life and 
immortality to light, and giving them through Him 
an abimdant entrance into Thy heavenly kingdom. 

Furthermore, gracious Father, we beseech Thee 
to show Thy great mercies upon such of our brethren 
as may be sorely tried or persecuted for the testimony 
of Thy truth. Though they be utteriy destitute of 
man's aid, yet let Thy sweet comfort never fail them \ 
but so inflame their hearts with Thy Holy Spirit, 
that they may boldly and cheerfully abide such trial 
as Thy divine wisdom shall appoint, so that, as well 
by their death as by their life, the kingdom of Thy 
Son may increase and shine through all the world. 

Finally, Lord, we entreat Thee for ourselves, 
that it may please Thee to pardon our offences, to 
hear our prayers, to accept of our praises, and to 
bestow upon us all needful blessings, for the sake 
of Jesus Christ, Thy beloved Son, our Lord and 
only Saviour. — ^Amen.

And 
teach us to receive it, not as the word of men, but as 
it is in truth the word of the living God, which eflfec- 
tually worketh in them that believe. Perfect that 
which is lacking in our faith; fill us with all joy and 
peace in believing, that we may abound in hope 
thi'ough the power of the Holy Ghost; strengthen us 
with might according to Thy glorious power, unto all 
patience and long-suffering with joyftdness; and 
make us to increase and abound in love, one toward 
another, and toward all men ; to the end that Thou 
mayest stablish our hearts unblamable in holiness 
before Thee, at the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ 
with all His saints.

serve and honour Thee, in the exalted stations Thou 
hast assigned to them.

May it please Thee to perfect that which concemeth 
us, and to supply all our need according to Thy riches 
in glory by Christ Jesus. 

Now unto Him who is able to keep us from fall-* 
ing, and to present us faultless before the presence of 
His glory with exceeding joy ; to the only wise God 
our Saviour, be glory and majesty, dominion and 
power, both now and ever. — ^Amen.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE on AIDS to DEVOTION, given 
in to the Qeneral AfiSEMBLT of the Churoh of ScoTLAin) 
on the 29th of May 1858, with the Deliverance of the General 
Assembly thereupon. 

Your Committee think it right to preface their Eeport by 
a brief reference to the circumstances which led to their 
appointment. 

In 1849 the following Overture was laid before the 
Greneral Assembly : — 

" Whereas, from the great extent of many parishes in the 
Highlands and Islands, the inhabitants of such districts in 
those parishes as are far removed from the Parish Churches 
thereunto respectively belonging (often cut off from them by 
dangerous friths or arms of the sea, not to be passed except 
in favourable states of the weather, and, during the winter 
season in particular, nearly wholly impassable), are thus at 
times, for several months together, precluded from taking 
part in the services of the Sanctuary ; the dispersed state of 
the population at the same time rendering inapplicable for 
remedying the evil the erection of Chapels of Ease, even if 
the expense of erecting and supplying such Chapels could be 
provided for : And whereas, further, the evil now adverted 
to presses yet more heavily on the scattered Presbyterian 
population in our nimierous and extensive Colonies, who 
adhere to the doctrines and forms of worship of the Church 
of Scotland — a population which, in the vast pastoral settle- 
ments of Australia alone, promises in the course of a few 
generations to amount to many millions : And whereas, in 
fine, it is an evil which is unspeakably prejudicial also to 
the thousands and tens of thousands of our expatriated 
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countrymen resident in India, who, except in very rare 
instances, are cut off from all connection with the Church of 
their baptism and early religious training, not to the serious 
damage of their own Christian profession only, but to the 
manifest hindrance likewise of the spread of the Grospel 
among the heathen : It is humbly overtured to the Vener- 
able the General Assembly of the Church of Scotland now 
met, that they will be pleased to take the premises into their 
most anxious consideration, and cause to be selected, and to 
be published imder the sanction of the Church, along with 
the Confession of Faith and Larger and Shorter Catechism^ 
on the basis supplied by the Directory for PvMic Worship, 
and conformably to the practice in use in the times of the 
Beformation, a Directory or Collection of Aids to Devotion, 
adapted to the services of the Sabbath, with references to 
appropriate portions of Scripture and Psalms, to be used in 
conjunction with the same, whereby, in the absence of any 
duly authorised provision for the preaching of the Word, 
the Presbyterian families of a destitute neighbourhood may 
be enabled to join together, in conformity with the usages of 
the Scotch Church, in the solemn and elevating exercises of 
prayer and praise, and the reading of the Holy Scriptures ; 
or that the General Assembly will apply such other remedy 
to the serious evil now brought under their notice, as they 
in their wisdom shall see to be meet ; it being always under- 
stood that no innovation whatever is contemplated by this 
Overture where the services of the Sanctuary are conducted 
by a Minister or Licentiate of the Church.

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The General Assembly approved of this Overture, and 
appointed the Committee on Aids to Devotion, with the 
view of carrying it into effect. 

In 1865 a Memorial was presented to the General As- 
sembly by the Ministers and Missionaries of the Church of 
Scotland in the East Indies, referring with satisfaction to 
the appointment of the Committee on " Aids to Devotion ; " 
setting forth the great extent to which the influence of the 
Church of Scotland is weakened in India and other distant 
lands, and her members are induced to attach themselves to 
another communion, owing to the want of any authorised 
Forms, by the help of which Presbyterian laymen " scattered 
abroad " might be enabled, in the absence of a minister, to 
conduct social worship after the manner of their fathers ; 
and earnestly urging the prosecution, wiihout delay, of the 
important work intrusted to the Committee. 

In the same year an Overture was transmitted from the 
Presbytery of Edinburgh, representing the urgent necessity 
of providing Aids to Social Worship for Presbyterian Sol- 
diers and Sailors, as well as for Colonists destitute of a 
settled pastor. And in the following year, 1856, an Over- 
ture to the like effect was transmitted from the Synod of 
Aberdeen. These Overtures, as also the Memorial from 
India, were referred to the Committee, with instructions to 
give heed to the representations contained in them. 

From the above statement of the circumstances which led 
to their appointment, and of the Overtures and applications 
from time to time referred to them, it is sufficiently clear 
that the object of your Committee is, not to introduce any 
innovation into the ordinary worship of the Church when 
conducted by a Minister or Licentiate, but simply to facilitate 
the exercise of social worship by soldiers, sailors, sojourners 
in India, or in other colonies of Great Britain, or in foreign 
countries, when the services of a Minister or Licentiate 
cannot be obtained. 

The necessity, for this purpose, of some such provision as 
your Committee have been instructed to supply, is very 
strongly stated in the Memorial of the Ministers and Mis- 
sionaries in India, already referred to. " Your Memorial- 
ists," they say, "have reason to believe, from their own 
observation and experience, that one of the main causes by 
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which the influence of the Church of Scotland is weakened 
and diminished in India and other foreign countries, is the 
want of any authorised Form of Social Worship. By far 
the greater proportion of Scotsmen resident in India are 
scattered more or less over the vast regions of the interior, 
far removed from the Presidencies, in which the only Pres- 
byterian Ministers are to be found, and not unfrequently 
equally remote from all Christian ordinances whatever. In 
these circumstances, and destitute of any proper substitute 
for that service of the Sanctuary to which they have been 
accustomed, the result, sooner or later, is, that while some 
imhappily become indifferent to religious observances of any 
kind, others, obliged by necessity to have recourse to the 
Services or Forms provided by other communions, become, 
in course of time, attached to and identified with them, and 
are at last finally and irrecoverably estranged from the 
Church of their fathers. In this respect, it cannot be de- 
nied that the Church of Scotland stands at a disadvantage 
in the position which in foreign coimtries she occupies ; and 
that it is very much in the non-existence of such an ecclesi- 
astical provision for her children as that now alluded to — ^in 
the want of some such means of retaining, in the absence of 
her pastors, a tangible hold over the feelings and affections 
of her people in their acts and habits of religious observance, 
that we are to find the chief cause of that serious loss and 
estrangement of her members (many of them in high and 
influential stations), which so sadly weakens her position in 
India, and ultimately her influence and usefulness at home." 
The above statements by our Ministers and Missionaries 
in India, regarding the necessities of Presbyterians in that 
country, are to the fullest extent applicable to the case of 
our scattered members in Australia, and the various pro- 
vinces of British America, as well as on the continent of 
Europe, and in other foreign parts. There are thousands of 
Scotsmen resident in these distant regions, who, owing to 
the want of any aids supplied by their own Church for the 
observance of social worship in the absence of a Minister, 
are driven to have recourse to the Forms provided by other 
Churches, or, as too frequently happens, to neglect the duty 
altogether, and who, in either case, become, in course of 
time, irrecoverably alienated from our communion. And it 
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is the decided and unvarying testimony of parties possessing 
the fullest means of information on the subject, that there is 
no other cause that tends to so great an extent to withdraw 
from all connection with the Church of Scotland our coimtry- 
men who are temporarily or permanently resident in distant 
lands, as the want of some such devotional provision as that 
which your Committee has been appointed to supply. 

The same remarks apply to the case of our Scottish sailors, 
whether of the Royal Navy or of the Merchant Service, and 
also to that of Scottish emigrarUs and other voyagers^ who 
have hitherto been left without any aids to the exercise of 
social worship after the manner of their National Church. 

Nor are these remarks less applicable to the case of Scottish 
officers and soldiers in the army and militia, who are fre> 
quently stationed in places where they have no access to the 
services of a Presbyterian Chaplain, or of any resident Pres- 
byterian Minister. And many strong representations have 
from time to time been made to members of your Committee, 
by parties deeply interested in the welfare of our soldiers and 
sailors, setting forth the great and urgent necessity of pro- 
viding suitable Forms of Social Worship for their use. 

These considerations are quite sufficient to justify the 
course adopted by the General Assembly of 1849, and per- 
severed in by the eight following G^eneral Assemblies, who 
have reappointed the Conmiittee from year to year, with 
earnest injunctions to fulfil the task assigned to them. For, 
highly as we prize the privilege of free or extemporaneous 
prayer possessed by our Ministers, — ^with all its precious 
flexibility, and power of adaptation to ever-varying circum- 
stances, — and earnestly as we should deprecate any proposal 
to restrict them in the exercise of this privilege, our eyes 
cannot possibly be shut to the palpable fact that there are 
many numerous and important classes of our fellow-coimtry- 
men to whom, either temporarily or permanently, the services 
of our Ministers cannot be made available, and for whose 
wants, in reference to the observances of social worship, the 
Church of their early training lies under an indispensable 
obligation to provide. 

Such being the nature, and such the importance of the 
work intrusted to them, your Committee have addressed 
themselves with all earnestness to the performance of it, and

would now humbly submit to this Venerable House the 
result of their labours, in the Forms of Worship accompany- 
ing the present Beport. 

These Forms consist of five Morning and five Evening 
Services, together with a variety of Special Prayers, to be 
introduced in the course of the Services, when used by 
Soldiers, Sailors, Colonists, Sojourners in India and in 
Foreign Countries, as also a considerable number of Occasiarud 
Prayers adapted to particular circumstances and exigencies. 

In compiling these Forms, your Committee have, as far as 
possible, availed themselves of the devotional writings of 
Calvin and other Presbyterian Reformers, of the prayers 
contained in the Book of Common Order, Knox's Treatise on 
Fasting, and the Order of PMic Bepentance, and of the 
methods of prayer in our Directory for PMic Worship,* 
Four of the Morning and four of the Evening Services, 
besides several of the Occasional Prayers, have been almost 
entirely taken from these venerable sources, your Committee 
being persuaded that prayers thence derived were more likely 
than any others to commend themselves to the favourable 
regard of all Scottish Presbyterians. 

In regard to the method or arrangement of the Services, 
it seems to have been contemplated in the Overture of 1849, 
that that of the Directory should be adopted — a method which 
differs in some respects from what is now in general use 
throughout Scotland. An instruction, however, was given 
to the Committee by last General Assembly, " to adhere as 
closely as possible to the method and order of worship at 
present observed in our Churches, or to make only such 
deviations from it as may serve to bring the Aids to Devotion 
into closer agreement with the recommendations of the 
Directory r 

Your Committee, in endeavouring to carry out this in- 
struction, have thought it more advisable, upon the whole, to 
adopt the order or method of worship now in use, with no 
further change, by way of conforming to the Directory, than 
the use of three prayers of modei-ate length in each of the 
services, instead of two, and the recommendation to read the 
Scriptures to a greater extent than is now for the most part 
done in our congregations. 

* See Appendix, II. 
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The main object for which these Aids to Devotion are 
required, is to enable Presbyterians " scattered abroad," and 
destitute of a fixed Pastor, to conduct social worship after 
the manner of their fathers. And keeping this object in 
view, it seems proper aud desirable, that in any forms of 
worship that may be prepared for their use, there should be 
no unnecessary deviation from those observances to which 
they have been accustomed in their native land. 

It is now for the General Assembly to determine what 
course it may deem most advisable to adopt, in regard to 
those Forms of Worship which the Committee, as ordered hj 
former Assemblies, have endeavoured to prepare. 

In the original Overture of 1849, which led to the appoint^ 
ment of this Committee, it seems to have been contemplated 
that the Aids to Devotion should be published under the 
direct and express sanction of the General Assembly. This 
is a course, however, which this Venerable House may not, 
from the limited time and opportunity afforded for examin- 
ing the accompanying Forms, feel warranted at present to 
adopt. Nor do your Committee regard it as indispensable to 
the furtherance of the practical end for which they were 
appointed. They are inclined to think that this practical 
end may be attained by the publication of these Forms, after 
such revision as may to the Committee appear advisable, 
with no further sanction than that of the Committee them- 
selves. If the Forms are calculated in any degree to supply 
what has hitherto been felt to be a desideratum by Presby- 
terian soldiers, sailors, colonists, &c., there seems no reason 
to doubt that the circumstance of their being carefully pre- 
pared, and deliberately issued by a large and influential Com- 
mittee of the General Assembly, will of itself be sufficient 
to recommend them to the adoption of those parties for whose 
use they are designed. 

It seems even desirable, that instead of at once receiving 
any final imprimcUur from the G^eneral Assembly, the Forms 
should be still left in the hands of the Committee, so as to be 
subject to such amendments from time to time as actual ex- 
perience may suggest. For it is not improbable that, when 
brought before the public, various important improvements 
may be suggested, not only by ministers and members of the 
Church at home, but by ministers and missionaries in the 
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Colonies, and in India, by naval and military chaplainsy and 
other parties competent to judge of the snitableness of the 
Forms to the several classes for whose use they are intended. 
And it may be deemed proper that any such snggeetions 
should be fully submitted to the Supreme Ecclesiastical Court 
before giving to the Forms its sanction and approbation. 

In the dvent, therefore, of the General AmasrAAj being 
inclined to approve generaily of the manner in which the 
Committee have endeavoured to discharge the duty devolved 
upon them, it seems on the whole to be the more expedient 
course, that the Forms should, without any deliverance upon 
their merits, be simply referred to the Committee, to be by 
them revised and published, if they shall see cause. 

Should this course be adopted, your Committee think it 

advisable that there should be appended to these Forms of 

^Social Worship a few prayers adapted to the use of families, 

so as to render the compilation more generally acceptable 

and useful.

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DELIVERANCE OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY ON THE 

PRECEDING REPORT. 

At EDmBUBQH, the Twenty-ninth day of May, Eighteen 
hundred and Fifty-eight years ; 

Which day the G^eneral Assembly of the Church of Scot- 
land being met and constituted. Inter alia, called for the 
Report of the Committee on Aids to Devotion, which was 
given in and read by Dr Crawford, the Convener, who also 
laid on the table a collection of Forms of Worship for the 
use of soldiers, sailoi-s, colonists, sojourners in l^idia and 
in foreign coimtries, and other parties who are destitute of 
a settled minister. 

Various members having been heard on the subject, iifll 
was moved and agreed to, that the General Assembly ap- 
prove of the diligence of the Committee in prosecuting the 
important work intrusted to them ; reappoint the Com- 
mittee, with additions — Dr Crawford to be convener, and 
give them power, as formerly, to sub-commit and to add to 
their number. In regard to the Forms of Worship accom- 
panying the Report, the General Assembly reserve, in the 
mean time, any deliverance upon their merits ; remit them 
to the Committee for such farther revision and amendment 
as they may deem advisable, including, as proposed in the 
Report, the addition of a few prayers for the use of 
families ; allow, the Committee, if they shall see cause, to 
publish the forms as so revised, in order that the opinion of 
the Church may be maturely formed regarding their suit- 
ableness to the several classes for whose use they are in- 
tended — 'it being imderstood that the Forms so published 
have, in the mean time, only the sanction of the Committee. 
The General Assembly further declare, that in continuing 
the appointment of this Committee, with the view of pro- 
viding Aids to Devotion for our countrymen who are desti- 
tute of a settled Pastor, no innovation whatever is contem- 
plated on the ordinary services of the Church.

The sequel of the prayers in this 
service are compiled from the devotional writings of Dr 
Henry Smith, a celebrated Puritan of the days of Queen 
Elizabeth, whose prayers have been appended to the repub- 
lication of A Mothers Legade to her Unbome Childe, (Black- 
woods; Edinburgh, 1863). 
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EXTRACT from MINUTES of MEETING of the COMMITTEE 
of the GENERAL ASSEMBLY of the CHURCH of SCOT- 
LAND on COLONIAL CHURCHES, held the 16th Feb- 
ruary 1859. 

There was laid before them copy of a work in course of 
being published, by permission of the General Assembly, 
entitled " Prayers for Social and Family Worship, prepared 
by the Committee of the General Assembly on Aids to 
Devotion, and specially designed for the use of Soldiers, 
Sailors, Colonists, Sojourners in India and in foreign coun- 
tries, and other persons at home and abroad, who are 
deprived of the regular services of a Christian Ministry." 

The Colonial Committee of the General Assembly, ap- 
pointed to promote the spiritual interests not only of Scottish 
settlers in the Colonies of Great Britain, but also of Presby- 
terian Soldiers in the British Army, hail with satisfaction 
the publication of these "Aids to Devotion," to supply a desi- 
deratum long felt by members of the National Church of Scot- 
land, when scattered abroad as sheep without a shepherd. 

Further, the Committee resolve to take such prudent 
measures as may from time to time be suggested, with the 
view of furthering its circulation both in the British Army 
and in the Colonies.
